AIR, Md. (U PI) - The trial of 
black militant H. Rap Brown 
was re­ 
cessed on its second day today in con­ 
fusion over whether Brown may have 
been one of two Negroes killed when an 
explosion ripped through their car just 
south of here Monday night. 
Harford County Circuit Court Judge 
Harry E. Dyer said Brown’s attorney, 
W illiam Kunstler, had raised the ques­ 
tion that the body might 
be that of the 
defendant when the trial resumed at 
10:30 a.m. EST. Dyer recessed the 
court so that 
he, prosecutor William 
Yates and Kunstler could view the wreck­ 
age of the car. 
Dr. Werner Spit, 
assistant medical 
examiner of Baltimore, 
said if the 
body were Brown’s it would have to be 
identified by someone who knew him and 
be confirmed by dental records. State po­ 
lice who examined the 
body said they 
did not think it was that of the black m ili­ 
tant. 
The other body was identified as Ralph 
Featherstone, 
30 
a 
close friend of 
Brown’s and a long time activist in the 
Student National Coordinating Commit­ 
tee. 
The unidentified body was report­ 
ed to have carried three sets of identifi­ 
cation but police would not release the 
names.

Lt. 
Col. Thomas S. 
Smith said it had been determined that 
the explosive or explosives were being 
carried on the front floor of the car, 
not planted under the floor. 


Dog catchers 


need more 
protection 


County Animal Control Department 
personnel - often threatened with vio­ 
lence as they carry out their duties - 
should get the same protection as peace 
officers, the Board 
of 
Supervisors 
agreed Monday. 
Supervisors, at the request of Super­ 
visor Joe J. Callahan, voted to have 
the county counsel’s office look into 
a situation which County Health Officer 
Joseph T. Nardo says is rapidly be­ 
coming an emergency issue. 
Dr. Nardo emphasized that it is time 
the news media give full attention to 
the necessity of the work of animal 
control and treat it seriously in its 
proper light. 
Public support could assist the county 
to determine whether it should buy 
shelters it is now renting in Lompoc 
and Santa Maria, and could also point 
the way toward having the city of Santa 
Barbara come forward in a cooperative 
program with the county, it was shown. 
Anonymous phone threats late at night 
abusive language directed in a steady 
stream to animal department employes, 
are bad enough, Dr. Nardo conceded. But 
when violence is resorted to (a bullet 
or some other projectile shattered the 
windshield of one vehicle “ chest high” 
to the driver) and lug nuts loosened 
on truck wheels of animal control truck 
drivers, then it is “ time to do some­ 
thing,” Dr. Nardo exphasized. 
Our employes and their families are 
not second class citizens and should 
not be subjected to the sick members 
of our society who stoop to this cowardly 
level of attack,” said Dr. Nardo.

The Board of Supervisors has autho­ 
rized its administrative officer to pro­ 
vide a report as soon as possible as to 
alternative methods of financing the 
fast - increasing costs of the sheriff’s 
department. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa 
Maria, said one possibility appeared 
to suggest “ putting the increased cost 
on the local area or local district” 
responsible for departmental increases. 
He did not refer directly to Goleta 
Valley, which is said to be absorbing 
almost $1 million yearly in police pro­ 
tection costs. 
On top of that is the 
approximate $237,000 additional the tax­ 
payers will be asked to contribute to 
meet riot control costs in Isla Vista 
and on the UC Santa Barbara campus 
this year. 
Sheriff James W. Webster has asked 
for more than 100 additional positions 
for both his department and for the new 
county jail for the coming fiscal year. 
The outbreaks on campus and particu- 
larly at Isla Vista late in February has 
brought on need for added men and more 
equipment to handle future emergencies, 
it was added. 
Meanwhile, the supervisors voted 4-1 
with Supervisor Tunnell dissenting - and 
County Taxpayers Assn. representative 
Richard Temple protesting as well - to 
have the county council proceed with 
legal steps and documents as prelim­ 
inary to construction of the proposed 
$355,000 new sheriffs administration 
building in Goleta Valley. 


N. Vietnamese command in Laos 


VIETIAN E, 
Laos (UPI) - Western 
sources said today the North Vietna­ 
mese had established a command head­ 
quarters inside Laos —the first of the 
war — to seek bigger m ilitary gains that 
would be consolidated by any peace nego­ 
tiations. 
The report was made public as neu­ 
tralist Prince Souvanna 
Phouma, the 
premier, awaited the arrival of an emis­ 
sary from his half brother, “ Red” Prince 
Souvhanouvong, 
leaderof the pro-Com- 
munist Pathet Lao, with new peace pro­ 
posals that call for a cease - fire and an 
end to U.S. bombing. 
Souvanna told the Pathet Lao Monday 
the sooner he received the detailed five- 
point peace plan the better. The Pathet 


Lao plans came as various nations of the 
Western world talked openly of recon­ 
vening the 1962 
Geneva Convention to 
seek an end to the war in Laos. 
Well informed Western sources said 
they learned of the North Vietnamese 
headquarters from intelligence sources 
and that they thought it might 
be part 
of a master strategy to strive for bigger 
gains and then make them permanent 
through the peace conference. 


The Communist 
front headquarters 
has the over-all direction of North Viet­ 
namese efforts in the region, the sources 
said. They said it was the first time high 
ranking North Vietnamese officials have 
controlled a campaign from a location 


inside Laos although they did so in South 
Vietnam. 
Exact 
location of the front was not 
known but it was thought to be general­ 
ly to the east of the Plain of Jars be­ 
tween the towns of XiengKhoughvilleand 
Ban Ban, the village site of a long ago 
peace conference. 
They said the front probably was or­ 
ganized because of the large number of 
North Vietnamese in Laos — President 
Nixon 
put the number at 67,000 — and 
the fact a more direct command 
link 
was necessary. 
The Pathet Lao peace offer was re­ 
ceived in a telegram to Souvanna from 
Souvhanouvong. 
“ I would like your highness to let me 


know his views in this connection so that 
eventually necessary arrangements may 
be made in good time,” the telegram 
from Souvanouvong said. 
Vientiane 
radio 
broadcast Souvan- 
na’s answer Monday: “ The prime min­ 
ister 
w ill be happy to accept Prince 
Souvanouvong*s message, the sooner the 
better.” 
The exchange of telegrams was seen 
as a possible prelude to contacts be­ 
tween 
the two leaders through diplo­ 
matic 
channels on ending the fighting 
in Laos. 
North Vietnam 
first announced the 
Pathet 
Lao peace plan Friday. It calls 
for a cease-fire, 
an end 
to the U.S. 
bombing, 
withdrawal of all American 


personnel, a provisional coalition gov­ 
ernment and eventual free elections. 
In Washington, the state department 
said it was studying the proposal to de­ 
termine if 
it offers any hope for a 
diplomatic solution to the conflict. 
The 
text of the proposal probably 
w ill be delivered to Souvanna bySoth Pe- 
trasy, the Pathet Lao representative in 
Vientiane, who said in an interview pub­ 
lished in Paris today that some of the 
points in the plan are negotiable. 
“ Only the principles themselves are 
sacrosanct,” Soth said in an interview 
with the newspaper Le Figaro. “ For 
the details, there are certainly some 
things we could discuss. We can make 
some concessions.”

Lompoc gets 


approval fo r 


m ental center 


Representatives of Lompoc Mental 
Health Association, last night, abandoned 
their efforts to rezone a residential 
property for a mental health day center 
and announced they would seek a cond­ 
itional use permit. 
The decision came at the end of 
a lengthy public hearing marked by 
stiff opposition to the rezone attempt. 
Florence Robinett, chairman ofthe asso­ 
ciation's 
housing 
committee, 
told 
Lompoc Planning Commission that the 
association would now seek a conditional 
use permit to operate the county fao 
ility in the Edward Negus home at 619 
W. Cypress Ave. 


The commission accepted the with­ 
drawal and made a finding that a mental 
health day center was a permitted use 
in residential zones with a conditional 
use permit. 
Negus’ property is zoned 
multiple family. 
The association had 
sought commercial office zoning appar­ 
ently because of an earlier commission 
ruling that the day center would more 
properly be located in a commercial 
zone. 
Lompoc Mental Health Association 
has sought quarters for $100,000 day 
center to serve the north county areas 
of Lompoc, Santa Maria, Santa Ynez 
and Guadalupe. 
Funds for the first 
year’s operation, split, 90 per cent 
from the state and 10 per cent from the 
county are already on hand, according 
to Mrs. Robinett. County mental health 
officials have indicated their desire to 
inaugurate the service by April 1.

opposing the rezoning.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Pentagon 
disclosed today for the first time that 
U.S. m ilitary men stationed in Laos 
have been receiving combat pay of $65 a 
month since Jan. 1, 1966. 
Also without any previous public an­ 
nouncement, the Silver Star for gallantry 
was awarded posthumously to Capt. Jt> 
seph K. Bush Jr . of Temple, Tex., for 
the action in Laos in which he was 
killed Feb. 10, 1969. 
Bush was among 27 persons reported 
by the administration to have been killed 
or listed as missing as a result of enemy 
action in Laos over the past six years. 
A Pentagon spokesman said that while 
receiving combat pay, men stationed in 
Laos have not received the income tax 
benefits granted those in South Viet­ 
nam. The benefits are complete exemp­ 
tion for enlisted men and a $500 ex­ 
emption for officers. 
Airmen station in Thai land who fly m is- 
sions over Laos have been receiving 
hazardous duty pay, with Laos routinely 
lumped with other Southeast Asia areas 
as hostile territory. 
In disclosing of the Silver Star to Bush, 
a Pentagon spokesman said the captain 
killed two communist troops before he 
was mortally wounded in an attack on his 
barracks. A force of 20 North Vietna­ 
mese commandoes, 
using “ grenade », 
small arms, machine guns B-40 rock 
ets 
and satchel charges,” made the 
attacks at Muong Soui Laos, the spokes­ 
man said. 
Combat pay is drawn by almost all 
U.S. troops stationed in Vietnam, and also 
by those near the demilitarized zone in 
Korea as well as those sent on haz­ 
ardous missions from Thailand. 
The Pentagon said arrangements were 
being made to supply identities to news­ 
men of all Americans who are killed by 
enemy action in Laos, regardless of 
whether they are stationed in that coun­ 
try. 
This would include men stationed in 
South Vietnam who cross the border on 
“protective reaction” missions in that 
country. These are believed to constitute 
the larger number of U.S. casualties 
in Laos. 
A Pentagon spokesman said men killed 
in Laos under those circumstances would 
continue to be listed as casualties in 
Vietnam but that reporters would be ad­ 
vised where the deaths actually occurred. 
President Nixon issued an order Mon­ 
day directing the Pentagon to supply re­ 
ports on American casualties in Laos, 
same as in Vietnam, after new criticism 
in Congress of U.S. involvement.

WASHINGTON 
(U PI) - Die United 
States, in a move applauded by Black 
African leaders as well as the British 
government, is closing its consulate 
in Rhodesia. 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
announced Monday the consulate would 
be shut March 17. 
He explained the 
action was being taken because premier 
Ian Smith’s breakaway regime had pro- 
mulagted a constitution, named a pre.v 
ident and thus broken its last link 
with Britain. 
The United States, as well as Britain, 
had considered Smith’s white minority 
government illegal since it declared its 
unilateral independence in 1967. 
The 
1 .S. Consulate, however, had been kept 
open on the grounds it was accredited 
to Queen Elizabeth's government, which 
it considered the rightful authority in 
Rhodesia. 
The consulate could have been main* 
tained indefinitely, because its presence 
did not imply diplomatic recognition, 


Medina charged 


with murder 


WASHINGTON (U Pl)-M urder charges 
were lodged by the Army today against 
Capt. Ernest L. Medina, commander of 
ttie Army Company involved in the al­ 
leged massacre of South Vietnamese ci­ 
vilians by U.S. Troops at My Lai in 
1968. 
Another captain also was accused of 
murder in the continually unfolding case. 
In addition, charges also were brought 
against three more enlisted men in con­ 
nection with the incident on March 16, 
1968, in which scores of civilians ab 
ledgedly were slain. 
The Army announcement said Medina, 
who has said previously he was not pres­ 
ent at the spot where the slayings al­ 
legedly took place, “ has been charged 
with murder of two persons on or about 
16 March, 1968.” 
It was not immediately clear how many 
murder counts were alleged against Me­ 
dina. They were formally brought by the 
commanding officer of Fort McPherson, 
Ga., where Medina and others involved 
in investigation of the case are now as­ 
signed.

G M may produce 


pollution kit 


FLINT, Mich. (UPI) — Own­ 
e rs of pre-1966 General Motors 
cars may soon be able to re­ 
duce exhaust emissions with the 
aid of a packaged kit. 
The nation’s largest automa­ 
ker announced Monday it will 
market a “ package of engine 
modifications and maintenance 
requirem ents” within the next 
few months. 
“ If widely used, they should 
have an immediate and signifi­ 
cant 
effect 
on lowering the 
level of pollutants 
attributa­ 
ble to the automobile,” said 
Edward N. Cole, GM president. 
Cole did not specify a price 
for the package except to say 
that it would be “ reasonable.” 
But a GM spokesman said 
the California Legislature had 
proposed that 
such a package 
should cost no more than $65, 
and 
he pointed to the fact that 
California 
would be the pri­ 
mary initial market for the kit. 
The spokesman said Califor­ 
nia was chosen because, “ that’s 
where the biggest problem is.” 
Cole told the mid-Michigan 
section of the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers that the pack­ 
age would involve altering the 
vacuum spark advance, modify­ 
ing and sealing the idle speed 
mixture control and increas­ 
ing the idle speed.

“ We do not want any agita­ 
tors,” said BobSatiacum, lead­ 
e r of the Puyallup Indians. He 
urged those in sympathy with the 
Indians to attend the demon­ 
stration “ because of the bru­ 
tal 
action taken at Fort Law­ 
ton.” 
This announcement came in 
the 
wake of “ invasions” Sun­ 
day of both Fort Lawton and 
sprawling Fort Lewis about 30 
miles south of here. 
Actress Jane Fonda was ar­ 
rested and held for three hours 
at Fort Lewis where she went 
to talk with servicemen. Ear­ 
lier, 
she 
had been expelled 
from 
Fort 
Lawton where 72 
persons were detained. 
She was among about 160 per­ 
sons who invaded Fort Lawton 
after pushing through two gates 
and scaling a cliff overlooking 
Puget Sound. They were met by 
the 392nd Military Police Com­ 
pany which had been brought 
from Fort Lewis. 
Satiacum 
began 
reading a 
proclamation after a group of 
Indians erected a tepee near a 
fence. 
* ‘We the native Americans re­ 
claim the land known as Fort 
Lawton in the name of all Amer- 
can Indians by the right of dis­ 
covery,” he began. 
An M.P. sergeant ordered his 
40-man platoon to “ move in and 
take them away.” 
Indian 
spokesmen 
charged 
the Army with “ overreacting” 
contending at least 10 Indians 
required hospital treatment as 
the result of “ malicious” beat­ 
ings. 
A spokesman for the 
Fort 
Lawton provost marshal, Col. 
George Adams, 
categorically 
denied the charge. 
Miss Fonda said she was not 
aware of the plan to occupy Fort 
Lawton until she came to the 
region 
to support Indians in 
their fishing rights battle and to 
visit inmates at the McNeil Is­ 
land Federal Prison. 
“ I was there at Fort Lawtoi 
to make sure there was no bru­ 
tality,” she said. 
At 
a news conference, she 
said she did not see any beat­ 
ings but was told later that 
several 
dem onstrators were 
beaten by military police and 
that “ there are films of this.” 
Miss Fonda was among 13 
persons detained at Fort Lew­ 
is after being found on the post. 
E arlier, she had been expelled 
from Fort Lawton. 
She said she was told the rea­ 
son for her arrest at Fort Lew­ 
is was because she had been is­ 
sued a letter of expulsion at 
Fort Lawton.

Queen Elizabeth’s government 
and the presence of the U.S. 
consulate did

constitute 
diplomatic recognition. 
The U.S. counsel General in 
Salisbury, Paul O’Neill, said 
Monday he would close the 
consulate, occupying the top 
three 
floors of a Salisbury 


office building, at the end ofthe 
business day next Tuesday. 


He said his staff of three 
diplomatic and consulate repre­ 
sentatives and four secretaries 
would remain in Salisbury a 
few days longer to clean up 
personal business.

Two astronauts 'ready to land' 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston 
(UPI)—Two 
of 
Apollo 
13's 
astronauts say they feel •’ready 
to land on the moon” next 
month, despite an electronic 
problem and unfavorable winds 
that kept one of them from 
making a practice landing in a 
jet powered trainer. 
Veteran space pilot James A. 
Lovell, commander ofthe third 
U.S. moon landing mission, flew 
his ungainly training craft for 5 
minutes and 40 seconds Monday 
at Ellington Air Force Base in 
Houston. 
But 
a 
faulty 
instrument 
caused false information about 
the pressure in the trainer’s 
main jet engine, and Lovell had 


to stop short of his make- 
believe lunar touchdown. Gust- 
ing winds halted a later try. 
Lovell, however, seemed not to 
mind. 
“ I feel ready to land on the 
moon,” he said. 
Lovell, holder of the world 
record for time in space, will 
blast off April 11 toward the 
toughest landing yet attempted 
by man. The target is Fra 
Mauro, a crater formation in 
the 
rugged 
lunar 
highland 
foothills. 
Lovell and Fred W, Haise will 
set down on the moon while 
Thomas K. “ Ken” Mattingly 
orbits the moon alone in the 
Apollo 13 command ship. 


In a news conference Monday 
afternoon Mattingly said he will 
attempt a record amount of 
scientific observations during 
his solo flight in lunar orbit. He 
said this represents a “ matur­ 
ing” of the Apollo program, an 
attempt to use the command 
ship as well as the surface 
explorers to garner new know­ 
ledge about the moon and the 
solar system . 
“ Obviously the prime purpose 
of the command module is to 
get the crew to the moon and 
home,” he said. “ But we have 
a man and a vehicle in orbit, 
and we’re obligated to use them 
to get all the information we 
can.

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Supervisors appear to favor plan for LolZ 9P wan,s 
friendly foot officers in Isla Vista 


The Board of Supervisors in­ 
dicated Monday it was largely 
in favor of a plan by Sheriff 
James W. Webster to assign a 
select squad of friendly foot 
officers to the embattled Isla 
Vista area, scene of destructive 
rioting late last month. 
It is designed to bring about 
better relations between stu­ 
dents and the police, the board 
was told, and would be part of 
a “ broad community relations 
program.” 
The sheriff asked the board 
to approve recruitment of an ad­ 
ditional 10 deputies so he could 
put this program into effect. 
The added deputies would help 
to fill up ranks of officers still 
out with riot-caused injuries. 
The foot officer program has 
been tried out by Sheriff Web­ 
ster before, but not in such 
depth as now. 
They could 
mingle with students on a first- 
name basis and take the place 


of the cruiser cars, in large 
measure, which have resulted in 
students stoning and sabotaging 
the vehicles. 
Goleta Valley businessmen 
and student groups have said 
they feel such use of officers 
should be beneficial in helping 
to wipe out what they term 
has been a “ bad feeling be­ 
tween police and students.” 


Supervisors are taking over 
measures from the county side 
to help “ cool off” Isla Vista 
in a positive way. 
The county elections division 
reported that votor registration 
is up from about 2,400 to about 
3,000 in Isla Vista in the past 
few weeks as a result of more 
registrars being sent into the 
area. The League of Women Vo­ 
ters asked the county clerk’s 
office for help in this respect.

'Go slow policy' advised for

Dr. Nardo explained that the 
county will do well to await 
action by the State Legislature 
this spring regarding air pol­ 
lution before action is taken on 
the county level, for fear that 
ch.uiges in the county picture 


would have to be made later, 
in view of possible state action. 
The supervisors have sched­ 
uled a public hearing in Santa 
Barbara March 23 ontheques- 
tion of whether or not a county- 
wide air pollution control dis­ 
trict should be set up. 
The 
County Cattlemen’s 
Assn. has urged the county 
delay 
such 
action, 
on the 
grounds conditions in most of 
the county do not warrant it at 
this time. 
As was expected the joint 
state - county report showed that 
motor vehicles spew out most

Unruh, while leadini tin oj>- 
position to Monagan’s bill, suf­ 
fered a setback himself when 
Republicans 
united to defeat 
his amendment proposing that 
the campaign 
advertising ex­ 
penditures of candidates for 
statewide office — such as g o v ­ 
ernor — be limited to $1.5 mil­ 
lion. 


The bill mustered only 38 Re­ 
publican 
votes in favor to 19 
Democratic votes against Mon­ 
day night. It needed 
54. Hie 
actual vote occurred on an “ ur­ 
gency” provision that would al­ 
low it to take effect as soon as 
the governor signed it.

Local officials 
throughout 
the state contend it would mak«* 
them disclose too much of their 
private finances. 
Many have 
threatened to quit rather than 
disclose. 
“ This bill is a drastic w e a k ­ 
ening of the present conflict of 
interest law,” Unruh, a candi­ 
date for governor, argued dur­ 
ing floor debate. 
He said it failed to adequate­ 
ly cover wealthy local officials 
and charged “ there is 10 times 
as much graft taking place at 
that level than there is in the 
State Legislature.” 
Monagan argued the bill “ ap­ 
plies to the poor and the rich 
alike” and contended, “ I don’t 
think anything is served to de­ 
termine if a man is in a pover- 


ty classification or a rich sit­ 
uation.” 


Monagan’s 
measure 
would 
delete 
the requirement 
that 
both state and local officials re­ 
veal the dollar amount of their 
investments in enterprises reg- 


ulated by the state or local gov­ 
ernments. 


Instead, it would reduce the 
sum from $10,000to$l,000. The 
nature of the holding must be 
specified 
but not the actual 
dollar 
amount.

Missionary to India 
inspires fund drive

“ In India we have school five and a 
half hours a day six days a week,” 
related Miss Dorothy Wiley of Nellore, 
India when she spoke Sunday at the 
F irst Baptist Church, 220 W. Cypress 
Ave. 
“ I began my career as a school 
teacher in Milwaukee, Wise, some 34 
years ago. I refused or almost refused 
to teach a manual training class of 
boys, but when prevailed upon by an ad­ 
m inistrator, I took the class and have 
been forever thankful.” Now, in India, 
Miss Wiley teaches < arpenters to erect 
church and Sunday School buildings, even 
to making them take down a wall if it 
has been built with a slight lean. 


“ Run a plumb line down that wall 
and yew’ll see what I mean!” she told 
one Hindu construction boss. He did 
so and was soon busy tearing out the 
wall he had tried to pass off on Miss 
Wiley as perfect. She also teaches na­ 
tives to make their own tables, chairs 
and beds when she is not teaching typ­ 
ing and bookkeeping. 
‘T he children in South India live in 
boarding schools, m ostly,” she said, 
“ because their parents cannot afford the 
distant rides to school by ox-cart or 
donkey. “ How do you find time in a six- 
day school week to get 75 g irls’ long 
hair washed? And what do you do when 
they want to run away?” she asked the 
congregation in a hypothetical question. 


We have 20 hostels in our region, 
each presided over by a matron who 
takes care of the youthful occupants. 
These matrons are called together fre­ 
quently to talk over problems of the 
school. Doctors, nurses and other pro­ 
fessionals known as “Telegu people,” 
because of the language, serve on the 
school board.

instructed

what’s going to be better for 
them later. 


“ But there’s no later for 
these kids, there’s o n l y 
NOW,” he added. “ Lucille 
Ball summed it up when she 
said, ‘They have no hope for 
anything because the world’s 
too busy telling them there 
is no hope. It never occurred 
to me there was no hope I 
feel sorry for them .’ ” 


Blackwell lectures at high 
schools. The girls ask for 
him and listen to him. 


“ I don’t get paid and I 


don’t want to,” he said “ But 
I get across the message 
that you must want some­ 
thing for tomorrow or you're 
dead today. I tell them they 
must want to be beautiful 
women and not crippled teen­ 
agers for the rest of their 
lives. I want to help them. I 
feel it is the responsibility of 
a designer. But I can’t do it 
alone.” 


Blackwell is the maverick 
ol the fashion world and a 
man of many contrasts.

He has 
played movie roles as a child 
and an adult, been a talent 
scout and is greatly in de­ 
mand as a guest on tele­ 
vision and radio shows. His 
designs are worn by society 
and entertainers. And they

An 
American 
military 
shoulder 
patch 
bearing 
a 
swastika is among the 10,000 
military insignia collected by 
Michael A. Petlansky, an Air 
Force 
Western 
Test Range 
(AFWTR) civilian employe. 
According to Petlansky, who 
has 
been 
collecting patches 
since 1944, this emblem is one 
of the rarest in his collection. 
The 2*/2-inch square patch is 
often mistaken for a WW II 
German insignia. 
Actually, it 
dates to WW I, when it was 
used by an American Indian 
division. 
Petlansky, who prefers to be 
called simply, “ Mike,” has a 
traveling 
exhibit 
of 
1,300 
patches, displayed now in the 
main headquarters 
of 
the 
Western Test Range at Van- 
denberg Air Force Base. This 
collection consists of insignia 


from 
69 countries and poss­ 
essions. 
Ethiopia’s 
Emperor 
Haile 
Selassie gave the collector nine 
patches. One of them was from 
the Emperor’s personal honor 
guard. 
Petlansky particularly 
prizes this patch because it has 
never been given to anyone 
else outside of the actual honor 
guard. 
In 1946, General Douglas A. 
MacArthur also contributed a 
patch from his personal honor 
guard.

Each manned space flight has 
been marked by a different, 
and distinctive, insignia.

Much of Mike’s collection 
has been obtained by trading 
patches with other collectors 
from throughout the world. Ads 
in foreign newspapers have also 
helped increase the size of his 
collection. 


It is difficult to establish 
a monetary value for Mike’s 
hobby because of the limited 
number of collectors and the 
absence of comprehensive cat­ 
alogues on m ilitary insignia, 
Mike stated that if a person 
could purchase these patches, 
the entire collection would cost 
between $2,500 and $3,000. He 
added, “ However, I wouldn’t 
take $100 for any of the patches 
given me by General MacArthur 
Moshe Dayan, or Haile Selassie. 
My collection is worth much 
more than its 
initial 
face 
value.” 


Petlanksy 
is 
Chief of 
AFWTR’s 
Industrial Facilities 
and Property Division, Range 
Contracts Directorate, and he 
figures he has a “ few more 
good years before they turn 
me out to pasture.” 


When he does retire som e­ 
day, Mike plans to research 
the history of each of his 
patches.

SACRAMENTO—Homeowners 
in Santa Barbara County could 
receive the equivalent of a $2.39 
reduction in their property tax 
rate as the result of legislation 
introduced 
in 
the State As­ 
sembly, it was disclosed to­ 
day. 
The local effect of Gov. Rea­ 
gan’s tax reform program, pre­ 
sented in bill form to the Le­ 
gislature March 4, was discus­ 
sed in a press release by Sen­ 
ator Robert J. Lagomarsino. 


“ The average Santa Barbara 
County homeowner will receive 
the equivalent of a 25 percent 
reduction in his property tax 
rate under the two bills,” Lago­ 
marsino said, noting that the re­ 
duction would range from $1.97 
to $2.60, depending upon the 
tax code area and school dis­ 
trict 
in 
which 
each person 
lives. 
The property tax rate re­ 
duction for Lompoc would be 
equivalent to $2.12, or a re­ 
duction of about 28 percent. 


Lagomarsino said the reduc­ 
tions are made possible because 
the bills shift support for some 
programs traditionally borne 
by local property taxpayers to 
the state, and because they also 
increase 
the 
amount 
of the 
homeowners’ property tax ex­ 
emption. 
He added that if reductions 
from the existing $750 home­ 
owners’ exemption are included 
in the tabulations, the effect 
will be a 37 percent reduction 


in 
taxes 
for Santa Barbara 
County householders. 
Three main features of the 
Governor’s tax shift program 
are 1) the creation of a state­ 
wide 
property 
tax 
pool for 
school equalization purposes; 
2) assumption by the state of all 
county Medi-Cal costs as well 
as a substantial portion of coun­ 
ty welfare payments; and 3) 
an increase in the homeowners’ 
property tax exemption from the 
present $750 to $1000 plus 20 
percent of the remaining asses­ 
sed valuation. 
The 
program 
would be fi­ 
nanced with a one cent increase 
in the sales tax, an increase in 
income taxes for taxpayers in 
the state’s top income bracket, 
an increase in bank and cor­ 
poration taxes, and closing of 
tax loopholes such as the oil 
depletion allowance and the im­ 
position of income tax withhold­ 
ing. 
Lagomarsino said he had been 
told that the net effect of the in­ 
crease in sales and other taxes 
and the decrease in property 
taxes would be an overall tax 
savings for the average citizen. 
“ The average taxpayer with a 
$20,000 home, two children, 
and an income of $12,500 per 
year would receive a net de­ 
crease in taxes of about $82 
each year,” he said, noting 
that “ 95 percent of all home­ 
owners and 80 percent of all 
single ren ters” would receive 
a net tax cut under the pro­ 
gram.

(EDITOR’S NOTE: The Old 
Salt is currently on vacation in 
the South Pacific. His latest 
column from there follows.) 
We left our one month stand 
at Tubakula. 
While a dream 
place, Tubakula is one in which 
there is little that happens that 
is news to the outside world. 
Consequently we skipped our ef­ 
forts at filling in the state of 
the surf and what the next-door 
neighbors are wearing (in most 
cases as little as they can safe­ 
ly wear). 
Regretfully we 
pulled 
up 
stakes and headed for what we 
like to refer as the “ pearl” 
of the Pacific, Korolevu, Fiji. 
We have visited this spot for six 
years. Each time our welcome 
has been unforgettable. 
It is hard to realize what 
the meaning of being welcome 
is until we run into a group 
of natives who will remember 
our name over a long period 
of time. An example was one 
of our first acquaintances, an 
old fishing partner who lined 
us up to go out at the misera­ 
ble hour of 5 a.m. for a trek 
to the reef. 
The only bad spot about our 
stay is the weather. Dolly, the 
tropical hurricane, instead of 
behaving like any decent hurri­ 
cane, has been coming and go­ 
ing around Rotuma. We are feel­ 
ing the results with the pres­ 
ence of heavy winds and resul­ 
tant “ flying” coconuts. So far 
we have yet to be “ conked” 
as the Australians say, but no 
doubt we will get ours some win­ 
dy evening. 
We went out fishing at 5 a.m. 
as usual, only to discover that 
age-old phrase of “ you should 
have been here yesterday” is 
just as good for this part of 
the world. 
Beyond a few small creveille, 
we did not have much luck. We 
did see one large school of 
fish slashing away at the sar­ 
dines. A lure was not the thing 
for them! Even here the fish 
are educated and we have not 
been here long enough to “ think 
like a fish.” Perhaps in time 
our luck will change. 
Today is Sunday. We had near­ 
ly been enticed into a boat trip 
to a nearby island where the 
main attraction is being able to 
see the red prawns. Why any­ 
one would want to take such a 
trip is not understood. One 
can see any prawn (big or lit­ 
tle’' for when it has been boiled, 
they all turn red! 
It is currently very windy. 
If one is on a ship, a rough 
sea is unavoidable. Why some­ 
body would pay good money to be 
tossed about for several hours 
on 
a 
so-called 
“ pleasure” 
cruse 
is beyond 
compre­ 
hension. It is simply a case 
of analizing these much - vaun­ 
ted trips. 
We hope to see the firewalk- 
ers, who put on a show monthly 
and should be interesting. This 
we hope to be able to report 
about in our next column, which 
more than likely will come from 


New Hebrides. We have heard 
reports there is not much to see 
there, but we have found that 
we can usually find something 
pleasant about every stop that 
we make since we consider 
ourselves travelers rather than 
tourists. 
Those who did take the trip 
to see the red prawns and other 
tourist attractions gave us an 
account on their return. It most­ 
ly consisted of a report on how 
many passengers were sea sick. 
One can’t fool an old salt — 
especially when it comes to 
small boats and heavy winds! 
We saw the Yakona ceremony 
and the following meke, a sort 
of rehash of the work prison­ 
ers got in the old days — prior 
to becoming a piece de resist­ 
ance at a nicely cooked meal. 
Yakona is a drink made from 
pepper 
tree 
roots (non-alco­ 
holic) but never-the-less an ac­ 
quired taste. It is a serious 
ceremony in Fiji. There is no 
smoking or drinking during the 
proceedings. 
All 
very inter­ 
esting but we have seen it so 
often that the novelty has worn 
off although we still like a 
drink of “ kava,” even though 
it is much on the order of dish 
water in taste . . . also an 
acquired taste. 
We are very glad we saw 
the Fiji of eight years ago. 
The old days are fast disappear­ 
ing and commercialism is tak­ 
ing over. Prices — when one 
can buy a papya in California 
for less than one is charged at 
a resort here — have begun to 
soar. All is progress, we sup­ 
pose, and one must learn to 
live with it. 
We enjoy reading articles 
from the local Fiji paper. The 
following shows that the local 
police are still on the job, 
even on their day off. 
It seems that at Savusavu, a 
policeman was worried when he 
saw two sharks cruising off 
shore from his home near a spot 
where the family swims daily. 
He went to work and landed a 
six-foot 
tiger 
shark 
that 
weighed 295 pounds. This was 
done on a250-poundtestlineand 
took 45 minutes to land the 
shark. He is currently fishing 
for the other one, hoping to 
make it safer for the family. 
While 
on 
the 
subject of 
sharks, during the weather in­ 
duced by Dolly, some people 
moored their speed boat in a 
small creek that runs through 
the city Suva for safety. For 
some unknown reason, the boat 
sank. Worse was to come. When 
they started to haul their boat 
out of the water they discovered 
they had “ netted” a five-foot 
shark. It was dead when they 
finally got it ashore, finding 
that the shark had become trap­ 
ped in the engine compartment.

Kentucky is king again in 
college basketball. 
Coach Adolph Rupp’s Wild­ 
cats were named United Press 
International’s national basket­ 
ball champion Monday for a rec­ 
ord fourth time. 
Kentucky wound up with 304 
points, 14 more than UCLA, the 
second-long leader which saw 
its chances 'for repeating as 
national champion fade when it 
was upset by Southern Califor­ 
nia last week. 
Kentucky was named No 1 on 
19 of the 33 ballots cast by the 
35-member UPI board of coach­ 
es. Two coaches did not par­ 
ticipate in the balloting. 
UCLA received 11 first place 
votes, Jacksonville had two and 
Notre Dame one. 
St. Bonaventure moved up to 
third in the final ratings as 
South Carolina dropped to sixth 
after its loss to North Carolina 
State in the finals of the At­ 
lantic Coast Conference tour­ 
nament. New Mexico State fin­ 
ished fourth and Jacksonville 
fifth. 
Iowa, the Big Ten champion, 
came in seventh followed by 
Notre Dame, Drake and Mar­ 
quette to complete the top 10. 
Notre Dame and UCLA were 
the only major colleges to have 
both their football and basket­ 
ball teams finish in the top ten 
in the nation in the 
final 
ratings. 
Houston ranked 11th, followed 
by North Carolina State and 
Pennsylvania, 
Florida State took 14th with 
Villanova and Long Beach State 
tied for 15th. Three teams — 
Niagara, Utah State and West­ 
ern Kentucky — tied for 17th 
while Cincinnati and Texas-El 
Paso finished in a dead heat 
for 20th. 
Kentucky won the first two 
UPI titles in 1951 and 1952 and 
repeated in 1966. It finished 
this season with a 25-1 record 
while UCLA wound up at 24-2.

Referee fights battle of slums 


in effort to save young lives 


NEW YORK—(NKA)—-Tony Perez, referee for the Joe 
Frazier-Jim m y Ellis heavyweight championship fight, has 
jumped in when he has seen eyes glassy, legs rubbery, 
tongue-tied and a head that was about to orbit. He has 
jum ped in. on numerous occasions, he feels, to save a life 
perhaps, in and out of the ring. 
Perez is also a volunteer with the Spanish Olympic Com­ 
mittee in New York City. The purpose of the organization 
is to persuade youngsters and young men to come in off the 
streets, to drop back into school, to kick the narcotics habit, 
to get interested in something other than mutilating their 
lives- by developing a talent for. say. fixing a light bulb, 
plumbing a toilet or whacking a baseball. 
In the title fight recently. Ellis’ m anager. Angelo Dundee 
not Perez, stopped the fight. Dundee refused to allow his 
fighter to answer the bell for the fifth round. 
“ If I had to, I would have stopped it soon,” said Perez. 
“ A few times I have seen a m an being beaten unm erci­ 
fully, and the m an has died. A referee must always have 
in the back of his mind that this can be happening. I re* 
m em ber stopping a fight between Buster Mathis and Jam es 
J. Woodie. There was only a second left in the round. A 
m an asked me afterw ard why I didn't let the fight go an ­ 
other second 
“ I told him I don’t watch the clock. When I feel a man 
is in danger, in the first or last second of the round. I stop 
the fight. 
“ I would say I use the sam e basis for my work with the 
Olympic Committee. We have saved some lives on the 
street, too—definitely. 
“ Young men have come back to my office and they hav** 
seen how their lives have changed and they have thanked 
me, with tears in their eyes. 
“ We get many of our athletes from seeing them first on 
the streets, hitching onto the sides of buses, throwing rocks 
at windows or smoking pot. 
“ Often w e’ll call their parents. And you have to use psy­ 
chology because most of the parents think their kids are 
angels. We tell the parents that w e’ve seen their boy. a 
good-looking boy, hanging around with a bad element. W«* 
think he could be a good basketball player. They get in­ 
sulated “My son! No . . . You must be mistaking him for 
someone else..' 
“ But then you see some of these addicts, and they are 
11 and 12 and 13 years old. ‘Oh, my God’ you say to vour- 
self 
It’s like an epidemic. Once I went into an apartm ent 
building to visit a friend 
Two girls, maybe 14 years old. 
invited me to have an affair with them. For $2 
They 
needed the money to feed their habit. Just standing there. 
I was afraid a cop might come along and get the wrong 
idea. I left and cam e back with a woman friend of mine 


She talked with the girls. They re now involved in more 
wholesome activities—like track and field. Really.” 
Perez, born in Puerto Rico 35 years ago, is the first Latin- 
American to be an official with the New York State Athletic 
Commission. 
His assignm ent in the championship fight 
gave him a new image in his neighborhood. 
“ 1 becam e a big personality in the small sports world." 
he said, “ and that's m ade a difference in Spanish Harlem . 
Now. people want my autograph. And now, when I talk 
with a boy. he is listening to me with more respect.”

Very early in Notre Dame 
basketball games, A u s t i n 
C a rr’s jersey tail wiggles out 
cf the back of his shorts and, 
by halftime, the whole skirt 
is hanging out.

Other than that slight sa r­ 
torial flaw, there are few 
other imperfections in Austin 
Carr, basketball player. At 
a school that is accustomed 
to its All-Americans wearing 
hip pads and helmets, he al­ 
ready is being proclaimed as 
M aravich’s heir apparent as 
college s c o r i n g champion. 
This year, as a junior, he is 
only No. 2, which proves 36 
points a gam e don’t go quite 
as far as they once did. 


“ P ete’s a great player,” 
C arr said after a r e c e n t 
gam e in M a d i s o n Square 
Garden. “ He’s one of the 
greatest I’ve ever seen. But 
the reason he scores more 
than me is simple. He shoots 
m ore.” 


W hereas M a r a v i c h will 
toss up anywhere from 40 to 
60 shots in a game, C arr is 
a v e r a g i n g 25. But six of 
every 10 go in and, from a 
percentage standpoint, he is 
doing better than M aravich. 
“ I don’t force shots,” said 
Austin. 
“ I shoot with the 
natural flow of the game. If 
I get 10 natural shots, I know 
at least eight will go in.” 
Since he is p l a y i n g in 
South Bend, where basket­ 
ball m erely fills the void be­ 
tween the end of the football 
s e a s o n and the start of 
spring practice, C a rr’s ac­ 
com plishments have not been 
recorded in daily bold head­ 
lines but m erely in the agate 
type of box scores. Besides 
points, he also trails M ara­ 
vich in the num ber of pages 
in his scrapbook. 
“ I was really looking for­ 
ward to coming to New York 
to show what I could do,” 
C arr said “ If you’ve got any 


ability at all. New York is 
the p l a c e to show it off 
E s p e c i a l l y the Garden I 
couldn’t wait to get here. So 
what happens? I get here, 
and play my worst game of 
the season. How do you ex­ 
plain th at?” 
For Carr, his worst gam e 
c o n s i s t e d of 30 points, a 
dozen rebounds and 9-for-19 
shooting. In the locker room 
afterw ard, he talked to re ­ 
porters slowly, almost glum ­ 
ly, as if Notre Dame has just 
lost by 12 i n s t e a d of the 
opposite. “ What a disappoint­ 
m ent,” he said. 
C arr learned his basket­ 
ball on the playgrounds of 
Washington, D.C. He grew 
up to 6-foot-3 and 190 pounds 


and chose Notre Dame from 
among 100 other colleges of­ 
fering him scholarships. 
“ 1 wanted to go to a school 
where I wouldn’t be just an- 
o t h e r p l a y e r , ” he said. 
“ Notre 
Dam e 
has always 
been known for its football 
and I thought it was time to 
do something about its bas­ 
ketball team . Besides, I’m 
Catholic 
and 
Notre Dame 
was a natural.” 
Although he has another 
year left at Notre Dame, 
there are those who envision 
C arr as another Dave Bing 
(“ my idol” ) when he turns 
pio. 
“ I ’ll tell you how good 
Carr is,” NYU Coach Lou 
Rossini was saying after b e­ 
ing v i ct i m i z e d bv C a rr’s 
“ poorest” game. “ H e’s the 
closest thing I’ve seen to a 
perfect college guard. Next 
season, he just might be the 
greatest college guard of all 
time. 
“ If we saw him on his 
poorest night, I’d hate like 
hell to catch him when he’s 
right.”

The space agency’s proposed 
space shuttle orbital transport 
will be far less dependent on 
help 
from 
earth 
than 
the 
rockets 
and 
spaceships 
of 
today. 


It will be designed to be 
alm ost as self sufficient as a 
jetliner, and it will eliminate 
the 
need 
for extensive and 
costly 
ground 
support 
for 
launch and flight operations. 
As 
currently planned, the 
shuttle will take off like a 
rocket with as many as 10 
passengers or 25,000 to 50,000 
pounds of supplies or satellites. 
It will return to earth up to a 
week later like an airplane. 


The shuttle will be ready for 
flight again in just a few days 
and that’s 
expected to be the 
key to its success. The space 
agency hopes that the shuttle 
will be capable of making 100 
roundtrips to orbit and this 
should greatly reduce the cost 
of getting to and from space. It 
could be flying by 1978. 
“ The whole operational con­ 
cept 
is 
different,’’ 
said G. 
M errit 
Preston, 
director of 
advanced 
planning 
at 
the 
Kennedy 
Space 
C enter. The 
center hopes to be selected as 


the main base of operations for 
the new type space transporta­ 
tion system . 
“ This will be a whole new 
ball 
game as far as flight 
control is concerned and it will 
be a whole new ball game as 
far as launch operations go,” 
Preston said in an interview. 
“ This whole operation here will 
be turned into an airport type 
of thing.’’ 


Two Lockheed engineers who 
studied the shuttle concept said 
in a recent paper that highly 
sophisticated monitoring devi- 
ces in the shuttle should allow 
its two pilots to continuously 
check its various electrical, 
mechanical and structural sys­ 
tem s during the countdown and 
launch. 
“ Ground operations provide 
advisory 
services, 
backup 
em ergency support and traffic 
control or dispatch services for 
the launch and landing phases 
of each flight, as well as the 
maintenance, 
repair, 
cargo 
handling, personnel and vehicle 
services functions,’’ 
said L. 
Jackson 
Hill 
and 
Kenneth 
Urbach. 
Preston 
said flight control 
also should be sim pler than it is 
with manned spacecraft today. 
“ The 
shuttle, 
when 
it 
becomes operational, will essen 
tially be doing routine m issions 


like going up to a space station 
and back,’’ he said. “ Itw ill just 
be a repetitious flight. All the 
planning will have been done 
before. 
“ The shuttle is designed to 
have onboard autonomy as far 
as 
guidance, 
navigation and 
rendezvous go, so there doesn’t 
need 
to 
be 
any 
significant 
control Flight control essential­ 
ly will be an airp o rt landing 
and takeoff type of control.’’ 
Hill 
and Urbach said the 
earth-based 
m ission control 
center for the shuttle probably 
will be reduced to a backup 
type of operation. 
“ It probably will be manned 
continuously, but with only a 
sm all 
staff on duty at one 
tim e,’’ the engineers said in a 
paper presented to a meeting of 
the 
A m erican 
Institute 
of 
Aeronautics and A stronautics. 
“ The duty watch will be able to 
serve at least 
four or five 
shuttle flights at a tim e.’’ 
NASA has not yet selected 
sites for either the launch base 
or the control center for the 
shuttle, 
but 
m ost 
officials 
expect the shuttle to fly from 
Cape Kennedy with the m ission 
control center for space sta­ 
tion 
and 
research 
flights 
rem aining 
in 
Houston. 
The 
shuttle control tower-type oper­ 
ation probably will be located 
at the launch base.

F arm cooperatives will move 
m ore actively into agricultural 
politics to help shape govern­ 
ment farm policies in the 1970s, 
an 
A griculture 
Department 
official predicts. 
M artin A. Abrahamsen. depu­ 
ty director of the Departm ent’s 
F a rm e rs Cooperative Service 
(FCS), 
did 
not mention the 
word “ politics.” B utina report 
on probable trends in co-op 
activities, he said: 
“ More and more cooperative 
leaders are coming to realize 
that government is a creation 
of people, and that government 
actions 
can 
affect 
them in 
many ways. 
“ It is not to their advantage, 
therefore, to take a passive 
attitude toward legislation and 


various 
adm inistrative rules 
and regulations. As a part of 
the general public, they have a 
legitim ate interest in helping 
shape and direct agricultural 
policy to m ore effectively serve 
th eir m em bers,” Abrahamsen 
said. 
His comments came in an 
article published in the FCS 
magazine, “ News for Farm er 
C ooperatives.” 
“ Cooperative 
leaders 
are 
beginning to recognize that by 
working 
with 
and 
through 
governm ent, their associations 
can be a stronger force in 
im proving the economic posi­ 
tion of farm ers and other rural 
people,” Abrahamsen said. 
He predicted that coopera­ 
tives 
will 
be 
increasingly 
im portant to farm ers in the 
1970s. In many cases, Abra­ 
ham sen said, the co-op may 
becom e an “ essential tool” for 


fa rm e rs 
who 
want 
to keep 
control of their own operations 
ra th e r than becoming contract 
grow ers or hired hands for 
integrated food firm s. 


Cooperatives 
in the 1970s, 
A braham sen 
predicted, 
will 
give 
increased 
attention 
to 
“ integrating” operations in two 
directions. ‘Backward’ integra­ 
tion would give farm ers control 
over their production supplies, 
and 
“ forw ard” 
integration 
would 
give 
grow ers 
m ore 
control over the processing and 
m arketing of their crops, he 
said. 
One result of the integration 
trend, Abraham sen said, will be 
an increase in food processing 
operations by farm er coopera­ 
tives in the 1970s. He predicted 
also the new decade will bring 
increased em phasis on co-op 
consolidations and m ergers.

It’s a square world after all — or a square country, anyway. 
In spite of popular fears and publicity in the news media 
to the contrary, most Americans still see themselves as “ happy 
home-loving, clean and square.” 
This is the opinion of William D. Wells, professor of 
psychology and marketing in the Graduate School of Busi­ 
ness of the University of Chicago, after analyzing a recent 
large-scale survey of American attitudes made by Market 
Facts, Inc. and the Leo Burnett Co. 
The findings give little support to those who proclaim that 
Americans are depressed, confused and weary, that their 
traditional ideas have crumbled and that the “ old-fashion­ 
ed virtues” mean nothing any more, says Wells. 


On the other hand, they confirm that a wide gap exists 
between bearded, swinging youth and the over-30 “ squares” 
who comprise the large majority of American adults. 
But one thing is quite clear, he says: “ Vocal and visible 


though they are, ‘mod’ youth have not had much impact 
on the central values of the average man.” 
The typical U.S. citizen doesn’t want to own a convertible 
says Wells, doesn’t think he or she is even a bit of a swing­ 
er, wouldn’t like to be an actor or actress, places a high value 
on home and family life, thinks that all men should be clean­ 
shaven every day, and thinks it is very important for people 
to wash their hands before eating. 
“ For the housewife who pushes two loaded shopping carts 
past the checkout counter every week, home is where it’s at, 
and happiness is what it’s all about. 
The same goes for 
her husband, who makes a monthly payment at the savings and 
loan, buys life insurance, says that his children are the 
most important things in life, and thinks hippies should be 
drafted.” 
This will be comforting news to the Silent Majority. It 
may only convince the Vocal Minority that the country is 
in worse shape than they had imagined.

Aid for D.A. 


I wonder how many people remember- 


Why would a dozen or more attorneys 
from four cities in Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty undertake 
to prosecute, without 
charge, scores of defendants linked up 
with the destructive Isla Vista riots? 
“Somebody’s got to do it,” said Char­ 
les Catterlin, Santa Barbara attorney 
and former deputy district attorney. 


Catterlin said there are basically two 
reasons why he and fellow attorneys from 
Santa Barbara, Santa Maria, Lompoc and 
Carpinteria have volunteered. 
“The district attorney’s office has a 
huge backlog, and is running short now,” 
said Catterlin. “They would need addi­ 
tional help, and it is felt the Board of

Supervisors would not grant funds for 
such a large additional force. 
The other prime reason? 
Catterlin explained: 
“There is the genuine feeling in the le­ 
gal community that this type of conduct 
is way out. It is an outrage that these 
people have taken the law into their own 
hands. It must be shown problems can­ 
not be resolved by violence.” 
The work of prosecuting a still unde­ 
termined number of defendants in the 
Santa Barbara -Goleta Municipal Court 
and the Superior Courts will take a length- 
ly period, Catterlin concedes. 
“We would hope to clean it up in 
about two months,” he said. 
Catterlin was city prosecutor for the 
city of Torrance from 1959 to 1966. 
While there he handled prosecutions aris­ 
ing from the first mass disorders and 
arrests occurring in Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty. 
Catterlin was asked if his special 
team which he is coordinating is em­ 
barking on a mass prosecution endeav­ 
or. There are more than 140 persons 
either out on bail or in custody re­ 
sulting from felony and misdemeanor 
charges and indictments, including those 
nabbed in campus violence as well as the 
Isla Vista rioting. 
“We will try to shake out the bad 
ones,” he replied. “ We’re after the hard­ 
core rioters, not those caught in police 
sweeps on technicalities arising from 
the curfew law, for instance. Many of 
these persons are innocent of any wrong­ 
doing.” 
Catterlin’s views came after District 
Attorney David Minier said the coun­ 
ty-wide team of attorneys to serve as spe­ 
cial prosecutors had the approval of the 
State attorney general’s office. 
Meanwhile, the office of County Pub­ 
lic Defender Robert Eckhoff seemed to be 
in a predicament, also, for lack of help. 
An office spokesman admitted that the 
staff of seven attorneys in the main San­ 
ta Barbara office could be swamped 
trying to handle defense chores for 
all those needing legal aid. 
Catterlin said he understood many law­ 
yers planned to offer aid to the public 
defender’s office on the same free basis 
as his group was offering to aid the pro­ 
secution.

Behind the scenes the pro-American 
Shah of Iran, Mohammed Reza Pahlevi, 
50, is caught anew in the Soviet nutcrack­ 
er. The Kremlin proceeds like a good 
general moves on the battlefield, taking 
one pivotal position to dominate the next 
pivotal position, and immense Iran is a 
vital pawn in the.

the U.S.S.R., Afghan­ 
istan, Pakistan, Iraq, 
and 
Turkey. 
And 
that’s the rub. 
Its Soviet border is more than 1,000 
m iles long. The Trans - Iranian rail­ 
road has 4,100 bridges and 54 miles of 
tunnels, which means easy crippling by 
an enemy. Its airports at Tehran, Isfa­ 
han, Shiraz and Abadan are totally vul­ 
nerable. And, as the world’s fourth 
largest oil producer, the Soviet could 
snuff out in a twinkling its four main 
export ports and the 
Persian Gulf’s 
new $92 million Kharg Island oil - load­ 
ing terminal, which is the pride and joy 
of the Shah. 
As one result, the Kremlin has tucked 
under its belt a contract to build near 
Isfahan Iran’s first steel mill and the 
Shah has authorized the purchase of So­ 
viet aircraft, military equipment, etc. 
This is blackmail, but it is effective. 
It was an appeasement gesture to the 
U.S.S.R. and Egyptian President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser alike — a product of their 
joint squeeze on the Shah. 
In this part of the world where the sun 
was born ancient Phrygia was the home 
of the Gordian knot. The people believed 
that the man who untied it would be king. 
Alexander the Great arrived and cut it 
with his sword — as easy as that. But 
the Kremlin knot is made of much tough­ 
er and more subtle stuff and the entire 
region is literally made to order for in­ 
trigue. It is a way of life centuries old. 
And the Communists, in turn, never do 
anything openly that they can achieve by 
stealth. 
Iraq, more than twice the size of Utah, 
stands beyond Iran in the sequence of 
continuous pivotal places to dominate in 
changing the geopolitical balance in the 
vital European - Mideast area. 
The Kremlin’s subversives are at work 
in Baghdad, 
as in Iran, like fiddler 
crabs busy at their hidden business in 
the sand. The results have frightened Iraq 
to announce new oil development loans 
from the U.S.S.R. and place an estim a­ 
ted 12,000 troops in Jordan and another 
6,000 in Syria as part of the general 
Kremlin - sponsored confront rat ion with 
Israel. 
Jordan stands beyond Iraq, in the pivo­ 
tal 
sequence. 
Both 
Nasser and the 
U.S.S.R. 
are playing a cat-and-mouse 
game there with solidly pro-American 
King Hussein. Exactly as Shah Moham­ 
med 
Reza 
Pahlevi 
emphasized to 
this writer Iran’s vulnerability, King 
Hussein has made it clear that Nasser 
and the U.S.S.R. have chosen him to be a 
John the Baptist and lose his head in 
freedom’s cause. 
Syria, the land that St. Paul walked, 
likewise stands on the flank of Iraq. 
Nasser, along with the U.S.S.R., sup­ 
ports Syria’s frontier and internal con­ 
flicts and his saboteurs have been ar­ 
rested while penetrating clandestinely at 
St. George’s Bay. 


In addition, the main commando or­ 
ganization, A1 Fatah, led by fanatical 
Yasir Arafat, a Cairo - educated Pales­ 
tine Arab, is moving to take the Pales­ 
tine Arabs in Syria and elsewhere out of 
the hands of the Arab world leaders 
and into its own. 
This 
violent 
group is running wild 
there, and inside its Lebanon base has 
fought 
bloody 
battles 
with Maj. Gen. 
Emile Bustani’s (American - equipped) 
Lebanese army, and threatened the exist­ 
ence of Lebanon’s government itself.

Diminishing involvement 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Something is seriously out of joint 
about the notion being generated by 
Senate doves and others that the Amer­ 
ican role in Laos is being elevated to a 
level which might make the war there 
“another Vietnam” for us. 
Indeed, the way the case is being put 
by some critics comes perilously close 
to reckless irresponsibility. 
The weight of the charges has to do with 
“escalating” the air 
war in Laos, increas­ 
ing the use of heli­ 
copters to ferry Lao­ 
tian troops and per­ 
form other functions 
and stepping up the 
activities 
of 
U.S. 
“advisers” 
to 
the 
* 
point where they are 
A 
virtually running the 
^ 
war 
against 
Com­ 
munist forces in that 
country. 
From such evidence as can be ascer­ 
tained, it seem s plain enough that, at 
least from time to time if not continu­ 
ously, there has been an enlargement of 
our military pace in Laos. 
But that evidence needs to be exa­ 
mined very carefully and to be put in 
the fullest perspective. 
Before exploring in some detail the 
matter of air activity and other U.S. en­ 
deavors, I would like to deal with the 
contention that this effort is likely to in­ 
volve America in “ another Vietnam.” 
To have any real meaning to the citi­ 
zen at home, that claim must include 
the idea that we might introduce at 
some 
future 
time a very substantial 
ground combat force on Laotian soil. 
According to some accounts, we are 
alleged at present to have some 2,150 
U.S. advisers and other ground aides 
in Laos, nearly all billed as “civili­ 
ans ’ ’ whatever their backgrounds or mili­ 
tary experience. 
You do not have to contest these fig­ 
ures. You can accept the fact, and it is 
a fact, that these U.S. participants may 
be doing a lot of things in Laos which 
this government does not want to ack­ 
nowledge in any way. 
But that does not mean President Nix­ 
on is on the verge — secretly, in the 
judgment of some critics — of involving 
us in such manner that “escalation” 
into another Vietnam is just a matter 
of time. 
The enforcing logic underlying the 
President’s 
unilateral 
withdrawal of 
ground combat soldiers from Vietnam 
is its political necessity in a nation 
which has grown weary and angry over 
a conflict that for years has seemed 
to go nowhere. 
It is hardly sensible to imagine that 
Nixon, who knows the American people 
no longer wish to pay heavy cost in lives 
and money in that indecisive war, would 
quickly turn around and plunge us into 
another exactly like it or worse. 
For him to announce, or even simply 
have it discovered, that he on some future 
date had placed, say, 5,000 UJS. .ground 
troops in Laos would be a slashing of 
his wrists politically. It most probably 
would doom his party’s chances In the 
1970 elections and his own prospects of 
reelection in 1972. 
Moreover, he is flatly on the record, 
in the repeated enunciation of his Guam 
doctrine, against more Vietnams or any 
kind of U.S. activity in Asia which could 
involve the use of American ground man­ 
power on foreign soil. 
Even if there were not a little thing 
called the Church amendment, whichCon- 
gress adopted to bar him specifically 
from planting U.S. soldiers in any new 
engagement, Nixon’s strongly proclaim­ 
ed commitment to limit the country’s 
future role in foreign conflicts would 
seem to preclude embroiling us that way. 
Since it is grossly impolitic by Nix­ 
on’s obviously clear understanding of 
this country’s mood, since it runs coun­ 


ter to the Church amendment and rep­ 
resents a 100 per cent turnabout from 
the President’s doctrine of diminishing 
Asian involvement, the idea of Laos be­ 
ing allowed to become another Vietnam 
seem s patently rediculous. 
There probably was a greater chance 
of that in 1962, when the late President 
Kennedy for a time stationed 5,000 U.S. 
troops on the Thailand-Laos border and 
that presently eminent dove, Averell Har- 
riman, was urging him to put at least 
a modest token force on Laotian soil.
